The theory here !s that 
these soft foods might surround 
the indigestible object and help 
pass it through the bowel with- 
oul causing any injury. 


You'll have to watch the 
bowel movements for several 
daya to determine whether ‘the 
foreign object has been passed 
with safety. 


If your doctor deems It neces~ 
sary, he can spot the object 
with X-ray equipment and re- 
move It with the aid of special 
Instruments, Usually, though 
such urgent actlon ts no 
necessary.

there fs work on the distascs 
which can strike down crops; 
and there is, lastly, the work on 
insecticides and fungicides 
which are increasingly used to 
combat Insect and bacterial 
pests.
